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EXPLANATIONS FAIL THE 
DISCREDITED SENATORS. 
Public opinion, the whip that 
has 
scourged many a near-patrlot and *0- 
railed statesmen into paths of recti­ 
tude and repentance, la having Its ef­ 
fect on the small coterie of aenators 
guilty of filibustering against the hill 
that would have permitted President 
Wilson to arm American 
merchant­ 
men. Some of their mlaguided friends 
had lulled the vanity of these “wilful” 
solons with a pro-German song and 
dance of honors to he heaped upon 
their devoted heads by posterity. When 
the tub. came. hqwttPL posterity was 
not on hand with its haloe and 
its 
nnction. and the driveling little gro*tp 
was forced to tack before the storm of 
criticism that swept the country from 
end to end.
